Comment. 


While the language of the plat- 
form constitutes an indorsement of 
the labor provisions of the Clayton 
act, there is no specific condemna- 
tion of the abuse of the writ of in- 
junction in labor disputes. However, 
failure of the platform to indorse 
the injunctions securef through the 
efforts of Attorney-General Palmer 
in the miners’ case may fairly be as- 
sumed to constitute repudiation of 
that action. 


RIGHT TO STRIKE. 
Labor’s Demands. 


Legislation which proposes to 
make strikes unlawful or,to compel 
the wage-earners to submit their 
grievances or aspirations to courts 
or to governmental agencies, is an in- 
vasion of the rights of the wage- 
earners and when enforced makes 
for industrial serfdom or slavery. 

We hold that the Government 
should supply information, assist- 
ance and counsel, but that it should 
not attempt by the force of its own 
power to stifle or to destroy volun- 
tary relations and policies of mutual- 
ity between employers and employes. 

We hold that public employes 
should not be denied the right of or- 
ganization, the right of representa- 
tion for the rectification of griev- 
ances and should not be denied polit- 
ical rights accorded to all gther cit- 
izens. 


Democratic Platform. 


The nation depends upon the prod- 
ucts of labor; cessation of production 
means loss and, if long continued, 
disaster. The whole people, there- 
fore, have a right to insist that jus- 
tice shall be done to those who work, 
and in turn that. those .whose labor 
creates the necessities upon which 
the life of the nation depends must 
recognize the reciprocal obligation 
between the workers and the state. 
They should participate in the form- 
ulation of sound laws and regulations 
governing <ahe conditions under 
which labor is performed, recognize 
and obey the laws so formulated and 
seek their amendment when neces- 
sary by the processes ordinarily ad- 
dressed to the Jaws and regulations 
affécting the other relations of life. 

Neither class, however, should at 
any time, nor in any circumstances, 
take action that will put in jeopardy 
the public welfare. Resort to strikes 
and lockouts which endanger the 
health or lives of the people is an 
unsatisfactory device for determining 
disputes, and the Democratic party 
pledges itself to contrive, if possible, 
and put into effective operation, a 
fair and comprehensive method of 
composing differences of this nature. 
In private: industrial disputes we are 
opposed to compulsory arbitration as 
a method plausible in theory, but a 
failure in fact. With respect to Gov- 
ernment service, we hold distinctly 
that the rights of the people are par- 
amount to the right to strike. How- 
ever, we profess scrupulous regard 
for the conditions of public employ- 
ment and pledge the Democratic 
party to instant inquiry into the pay 
of Government employes and equally 
speedy regulations designed to bring 
salaries to a just and proper level. \ 


Comment. 

The platform provisions here set 
forth are specific in condemnation of 
compulsory arbitration in disputes in 
privately owned industry. There is a 
vagueness in the balance of the first 
two paragraphs. There is uncer- 
tainty as to what the platform means 
to convey in its reference to the obli- 
gation of the workers to the state and 
the proposal to find a substitute for 
the right of the workers to cease 

work when cessation of work is said 
to endanger the lives or health of 


rv people.

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‘AT THE SAN FRANCISCO CONVENTION 
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Analyzed by Missouri Woman Delegate 


Mrs. W. W. Martin Says They Sur- 
prised the Men by Their Tactics 
and Ability and Quickly Demon- 
strated That Their Votes Are Not 
Controlled by Scheming Poli-

She took an active part in the 
work of the convention, opposed’ with spirit the 
seating of Senator Reed and was a prominent 
figure in all the State caucuses.) 


LTHOUGH a veteran at delegating, three 

national conventions without a breath in be- 

tween have brought me to the verge of say- 
ing ‘‘Never again.” However, I won't say it, for 
if I should resolve and re-resolve I’d die the 
Same. No Keeley cure for conventions could 
destroy my passion for getting into the center of 
the moving thought of the times when it comes 
to a head in its great gatherings. 


From June 16 to July 10, with time enough 
only to move from one point to another, I have 
been to Des Moines, la., for the General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, to San Francisco for the 
Democratic national convention and to Salt Lake 
City for the National Education Association. 

In each case I was both spectator and partici- 
pant, bringing to each a background of ripe ex- 
perience and an enthusiasm for achievement. In- 
side, outside and all around they were wonder- 
ful conventions, and offered as fine opportuni- 
ties for the study of the mass psychology of the 
leadership in American life as could ever “be 
found. 

The first was a hen party; men appeared oc- 
casionally upon the program, but had merely the 
indirect influence upon decision that was for so 
long the only tool women possessed. The second 
for the second time in its history could not be 
called a stag event, although there were eight 
men to one woman in actual voting strength. 
The certainty that by November the Democratic 
women would be a full one-half of the party, to- 
gether with the action of the convention in 
doubling the National Committee on a 60-50 
basis of numbers and powers, made the woman 
will felt in much larger- proportion than one to 
eight, although it was not equal. The press men 
and women who had attended the Chicago cop- 
vention were frank in their expression of the tre- 
mendous advantage of the Democratic women 
over the Republican women in party control. 
Edna Ferber‘is said to have remarked that the 
steam roller ironed out the 28 women delegates 
at Chicago at the beginning and that they never 
recovered, while a few slight rollings at Frisco 
but proved the resilience of the Democratic 
women, who bounded back instantaneously into 


form.

Sex Utterly Disregarded. 


The educational convention was truly co-ed. 
The presiding officer was a woman, Mrs. Jose- 
phine Corliss Preston, and officers and delegates 
were mixed in utter disregard of sex or previous 
condition of servitude. 

The club biennial dealt with the broad undi- 
vided public interests from the American wom- 
an's viewpoint. I make no apologies in claim- 
ing for it the attention of the men of the read- 
ing public. It is of the utmost importance to 
them now that they should know what women 
are up to, because the great solidarity of wom- 
en's public sentiment on certain fundamental 
questions is due to the great women’s organiza- 
tions that have blazed the way. - Men are star- 
tled by this solidarity. They were actually dis- 
concerted by it at'the San Francisco convention. 
At Chicago they didn’t even recognize it. Ac- 
cording to Miss Hay “‘they did not mean to dis- 
regard the women; they forgot about them.” 

Politicians have expected to find women un- 
formed and uninformed on public problems, as 
well as unassembled. To discover individual 
women capable of effective parliamentary prac- 
tice has astonished them, and to run up against 
a fortress of high public morale, intelligent and 
adequate, transcending sex interests and party 
lines, has astounded them. A member of the 
Platform Committee at the Democratic conven- 
tion held a conference with the women delegates 
from his State to ask them what they wanted in 
the platform. ‘They told him. 


“That is just what that set of women asked 
for who last night came before the committee,’ 
he remarked. “But ghey are not Democrats.” 

“The committee from the League of Women 
Voters, perhaps,” suggested one of the women. 

“Yes, that's it. But we do not care what thgpy 
want. We-wish to do what you want.” 

“Tt's largely the same with us all,"" came the 
reply. 

“Well, 
on it?’’ 

“Oh, our national organizations, you know, W. 
Cc. T. U., Woman’s Committee, Council of Na- 
tiona! Defense, P. B. O., Eastern Star, Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, Suffrage Association and 
so on, almost ad infinitum.”

| Women for Ideals, Men for a Winner | 


Just think of it! Great factories of public 
opinion turning out high-grade products affect- 
ing one-half of the citizenship of the nation and 
the other half unaware and uninterested, due 
largely to the fact that the interpretations of 
these momentous occasions have been limited to 
women's publications and the woman's page.

The Democratic convention, unlike the Bien- 
nial of Clubs, was a partisan convention mobil- 
izing for a battle royal. It had a flaming en- 
thusiasm such as partisanship kindles. We might 
differ, we might contest with the fervor of a 
football grapple, but all were comrades—com- 
rades in arms, conscious of the foe. 

Here again a difference was noticeable be- 
tween the women and the men. The women 
were eager to build up the party to the highest 
standard of morale and service; the men kept re- 
iterating that they ‘“‘were out there to pick the 
winner.”” We hope they did. Anyway,. the 
credit or the blame is theirs. And we take great 
courage in the fact that the candidate that near- 
ly all the women were eager to nominate ran 
neck and neck with the winner through 41 bal- 
l6ts and when the defection came in that weary 
convention it was a defection of men only. The 
women went down with the ship. 

One of our notable magazine writers remarked 
that she saw it wouldn't do to have roosters -set. 
Hens sit on the nest until the eggs hatch, but 
roosters go. by the whistle. 

However, we would not chide our Democratic 
men too severely. They were not willing to take 
just anybody in order that they might start 
home on Saturday night. 

This sticking it out for the thing they wanted 
on the part of the women rather worried the 
men. The question was put to us frequently: 
“Will you women bolt if you do not get the man 
you want?” “Bolt? To whom?’ And the an- 
swer seenied to be sufficient. 


Party loyalty is a much overworked phrase 
and it is another point upon which men and 
women seem to differ. Blind sanction is often 
the qualification. As one man expressed it, “If 
they put Old Nick at the head of the ticket I'll 
vote her straight.’" Ma Democracy would prob- 
ably use her slipper on the party in the same 
case for its own good. Mothers are used to put- 
ting their labor and treasure into long-time in- 
vestments—Httle fellows whose final and perma- 
nent value is the main concern. When Ma De- 
mocracy ruminates over the party’s past and re- 
calls the splendid vitality that has lived through 
difficulty and sorrow and defeat while rivals 
one by one disintegrated and faded into innoc- 
uous desuetude, it is hard to make her believe 
that a temporary reverse would be of very great 
significance to the party’s career. She does think, 
however, that it wobld be a real revegse to the 
nation itself and she does not intend to miss 
one opportunity to prevent its happening. And 
then there is that large unity of the fatherhood 
and motherhood of the nation, the collective 
parenthood of Ameriea, seeking first -the wel- 
fare of youth and the future generations, which 
transcends all other public ties, surpasses al! 
other group consciousness and is the standard 
by which women, at least, weigh ‘and measure 
the political parties. 


Women More Independent.

Concerning decision of party folicy within the 
party itself, the choice of candidates, and so on, 
the convention at San Francisco showed women 
much more independent than men.

‘I'm just cheering him 
on.” “I'm voting for him for the psychology of 
the thing.” “I like to be for the one that is get- 
ting there.” “These Cox men are good sports 
—they can have me.” “Why, they are betting 
two to one on Cox.” Then the tide turned again 
to Mr. McAdoo, and back came the floaters.

“Why not Missouri give a unanimous vote for 
Cox? He’s gone over. Come on," coaxed a St. 
Louisan just before the last ballot. Well, some 
came on. But more than half went down with 
colors flying. What is the worth of unanimity if 
it is not true? Does anyone think that the coun- 
try will trust a unanimous party more than it 
will a party that is sincere and free? I am go- 
ing -into the campaign happy to interpret the 
convention just as it was—the expression of the 
democracy of the country, imperfect as human 
beings always are, but wholesome, progressive, 
courageous, sincere in its platform, wholly gen- 
erous toward its new better half and charitable 
toward its opponents. We sang no hymfr of 
hate nor did we dance a shimmy of contempt. 
We were not 1092 souls with but aé_ée single 
thought, and that thought reaction. There is no 
goose-step in the Democratic party. Whoever 
wishes to keep his own step will feel perfectly 
comfortable so long as he walks forward. 

The National Education Association conven- 
tion was a real trade meeting. It dealt specific- 
ally with the matters of its cult. There was 
much less variety in its personnel than in the 
other two organizations. Class consciousness 
and mobilization of the powers of the group 
have grown upon it remarkably in the last déc- 
ade. The instinct of self-preservation has com- 
pelled this shift from the disposition of a club 
to the temper of a union. 


Along with this movement has come a marked 
centralization of control. It was in this conven- 
tion, where I least expected it, that the steam 
roller was most powerful. It was the presiding 
officer of this body, a woman at that, who 
wielded the big stick unmercifully. This con- 
vention was the only one of the three which 
showed ugly feeling among its divisions—in 
which the epithets of-Soviet, anarchist, boss and 
railroading were hurled back and forth; the only 
one in which a resignation was made to repudi- 
ate boss control. It was the only one in which 
just one slate of nominees was presented to the 
delegates for consideration; and it was stated by 
the Salt Lake press that a certain woman agreed 
to the nomination of the new president on the 
condition that she should have the chairman- 
ship of the principals’ associatign of a certain 
large city.

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| Educational System at cae) 


Don’t let anyone mistake me in this frank 
criticism. No one’ could hold the profession of 
teaching in greater honor than I do who gave 
my best years in its service; and no one has 
greater confidence in the purity of motive and 
the wisdom and efficiency of the teaching force 
of this country from the Commissioner of Edu- 
cation to the mentor of the one-room rural 
school. 
absolute dependence of the nation upon the pub- 
lic school for its welfare—its very lease of life. 
But I realize at the same time the critical situ- 
ation that personal and administrative financial 
stringency have wrought. As Theodore Roose- 
velt would say, “Qur educational system is at Ar- 
mageddon.” Its class consciousness has always 
been transcended by its consciousness of univer- 
sal public good, and it is greatly. to be deplored 
that the spirit of unionism for class advance- 
ment has been made necessary to save the class 
itself. However, with the awakening of public 
interest and appreciation and their consumma- 
tion in substantial remuneration, the teachers of 
the nation’s children will again be free from sor- 
did considerations and maintain their high mo- 
rale. The new officers are of the highest type; 
the plan ‘of organization into a delegate body 
representative of the whole country is pte arn 
and the outlook altogether promising. A glance 
over their resolutions convinces one of the essen- 
tial sanity, high purpose and discernment of our 
teachers in council. 


Staunch Americanism Apparent. 


An outstanding characteristic of all three con- 


ventions was their staunch Americanism. Never 


once did I hear a word of a foreign tongue in a 
convention hall. In. the Democratic convention 
I searched in vain for any sign of Germanism 
in accent or feature. It wasn't there. The only 
brogue the keenest ear could detect was the one 
from the Emerald Isle. I begin to believe what 
a friend of mine from Kansas City told me at 
our first State committee meeting, “that 90 per 
cent of the Germans is Raypublicans and an 
Oirishman is just naturally a Dimmycrat,” They 
certainly showed themselves true to Democratic 
form in having the courage of their convictions. 
They held almost continuous sessions of the 
Friends of Irish Freedom, and had hearing after 
hearing before the Platform Committee on their 
various projects.

O: July 1 a great reform took effect in the American army. This 


for the first time a budget system in one of the departments of the 
Government, a system which’ has been strongly advocated for all such de- 
partments, for each state of the union and for the finances of the nation. 


It is a.great step forward, as any- 
one who knows much of the system 
that prevailed before the war must 
confess; it is not, however, nearly 
such a long step as Gen. Goethals 
and his associates, Gerard Swope and 
Gen. Hugh Johnson, had hoped 
might be taken, but it is one of the 
lessons of the war that haa been 


learned well, not only by the offi- 
cers of the army but by Congress. 
Old Army System. 


Before the war, and, indeed, 
throughout the greater part of it, 
the army administration consisted of 
many indpendent units—thHe Trans- 
port Bureau, Signal Corps, Quarter- 
master’s Department, Medical Corps, 
Ordnance Bureau, etc. Each of these 
departments had a Brigadier-General 
at its head, each made up,its own 
estimates and asked for its own ap- 
propriations, each was a law unto 
itself. 
such army bureaus were subordi- 
nate to the general staff, and this 
was responsible to the Parliament, 
through the Minister of War. The 
policy -of our Government, however, 
had always been to keep down the 
general staff, in order that a civilian 
Congress might keep a firm hand on 
all details of military administration. 

This was all changed when Gen. 

Goethals took charge as Assistant 
Chief of Staff early in 1918. He re- 
ogranized the whole army supply 
system and brought all the hitherto 
independent bureaus under the Gen- 
eral Staff. From the moment he 
began, things cOmmenced moving 
like clockwork and continued to im- 
prove until after the Armistice was 
signed and our troops came home 
from the wgr. For the excellence of 
his work in reorganizing the Quar- 
termaster’s Department, Gerard 
Swope received the Distinguished 
Service Medal. 
. “We had hoped,” said Gen. Goe- 
thHals in discussing the effects of the 
army bill that has just become law, 
“to be able to perpetuate the re- 
forms we had introduced during the 
war. Congress, however, did not 
adopt our views, except in this one 
matter of finance. It is not my place 
to criticise, but to execute, and I 
may say that we are highly pleased 
with what we have accomplished. 


Great Fiscal Reform. 
“This new measure is a great 
fiscal reform. Henceforth all esti- 
mates from all bureaus will come to 


In all the armies of Europe; 


with it. And this statement will 
cover the entire expense of the War 
Department, at home, in our insular 
possessions and abroad; in fact, 
wherever on earth there is an Amer- 
ican soldier. This takes,in.the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone and all matters re- 
lating to rivers and harbors, for 
these also are under the jurisdiction 
of the army.

JUDGE PRIEST’S FITNESS. 


Despite Judge Henry 8. Priest’s effort to offset his 
persistent opposition to the League of Nations by a 
pledge that he will accept the decision of the Demo- 
cratic party on the issue, we do not see how the Dem- 
ocrats of Missouri can consistently nominate him for 
the United States Senate. His immediate answer to 
Senator Reed’s trick questionnaire designed to entrap 
senatorial candidates and to discredit and destroy the 
peace treaty shows him to be in full accord with 
Senator Reed on this issue. How can a party which 
enthusiastically advocates the ratification of the 
League in its integrity and which has repudiated 
Senator Reed nominate for the senatorship a man 
who stands with Senator Reed and whose opinions 
and arguments give aid and comfort to the enemies 
of the League? | 

We agree in the main with Judge Priest’s exposi- 
tion of Demotratic principles and with his vigorous 
and instructive condemnation of sumptuary legisla- 
tion. He is doing good service in informing public 
thought on these subjects. 

Wholly apart, however, from Judge Priest’s atti- 
tude towards the paramount Democratic issue, how 
can the progressive Democracy gend to the Senate 
as its representative a man who during his entire 
career has been legally and politically an ad- 
vocate, promoter and defender of special corporate 
interests? In-issues between predatory corporate 
interests and the public interests, he has been the 
leading advocate of the corporate interests. 

We do not debar lawyers who have represented cor- 
porations from public service. Some have served the 
public ably and faithfully, but when a lawyer has 
been politically and legally identified with the lead- 
ership of corporate interests in issues directly op- 
posed to the interests of the people, it is fair to infer 
a bent of mind, an attitude and leaning inimical to 
the public welfare. 

We have fair indications of Judge Priest’s bent of 
mind, his view of conduct permissible in corporations 
and their officers to obtain advantage and of their 
relations to the public, in his service to them in and 
out of law courts. 

He was one of the leaders of the corporate machine 
which for years controlled the Democratic party of 
Missouri in the interest of railroads and other pub- 
lic-service corporations. 

In the riot of bribery disclosed.in the famous 
béodle cases which brought reproach upon both the 
city and State, it was Judge Priest who pleaded in 
behalf of Robert M. Snyder, under indictment for 
bribery, that bribery is “a conventional offense.” 


It was Judge Priest who framed and supported the 
consolidation street railway bill of infamous mem- 
ory, which was driven through the State Legislature 
by a corrupt lobby and the scandalous use of money 
and influence. This law, under which all the lines in 
St. Louis were consolidated by the Brown Bros. syn- 
dicate, with a purchased franchise, was the founda- 
tion of our street railway overcapitalized monopoly, 
and all the wrongs and woes that flowed from it. 


Judge Priest was the author of the tripartite agree- 
ment by which the St. Louis Transit Co. was wiped 
out and all the consolidated street railway properties 
in this city became the United Railways Co. Under 
this agreement all the liabilities and interests of the 
Transit company were taken care of except the liabil- 
ity for damages for personal injuries and the inter- 
ests of the persons holding or seeking judgment for 
injuries’. Concerning this agreement, in deciding a 
case against the Unitgd Railways Co., which Judge 
Priest defended, Judge Lamm, then on the State 
Supreme bench, said: “Everyone profited thereby 
except the miserable ones who suffered the wrongs of 
negligent personal injuries at its hands. Every in- 
terested party except these was represented.” 


As counsel and director of the North American Co. 
and‘the United Railways Co., Judge Priest has been 
the head and front, before the public and the courts, 
of all the efforts of the North American Co. to milk 
the St. Louis utilities and of the United Railways Co. 
to make good its huge capitalization, to despoil the 
people of St. Louis.and to evade its franchise obli- 
gations. He inspired and conducted its prolonged 
resistance t6 the mill tax. He was attorney for the 
Terminal Association in its fight to preserve its mo- 
nopoly and the bridge arbitrary. Of his connection 
with the receivership of the St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco Railroad and its reorganization the Post-Dis- 
patch remarked: 

He was paid a handsome fee for assisting in 
the framing of the receivership petition; was at- 
torney for the Frisco; attorney for James Camp- 
bell, who signed the petition, and who is one of 
the controling group of Frisco officers who made 
profitable déals with themselves; attorney for 
the North American Co., the creditor in whose 
behalf the receivership was instituted; is counsel 
for the receivers; and signed the petition asking 
permission to sue officers and directors, who prof- 
ited by deals with the road, for restitution. Judge 
Priest sits on four sides of the Frisco table. He 
is a veritable Pooh-Bah.

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A COTTON SHORTAGE. | 


At the International Cotton Conference recently | 
held at Zurich it was stated that demand for cotton 
had already outstripped supply and that Europe must 
undertake the work, of increasing cotton produc- 
tion. This position affirmed the prediction at a | 
similar conference in New Orleans last fall, when 
the proposition to reduce acreage in the South was 
being systematically agitated. Our planters were 
then authoritatively informed that the world needed 
all the cotton that could be produced. Figures sup- 
porting that assertion were quoted. And one effegt 
of the New Orleans convention was to slow down 


the project of reducing acreage, which had unques-' ‘ 


tionably captured public attention. 

What effect the Zurich conference will have upon 
the Southern cotton planter remains to be seen. From 
the incomplete reports of that meeting the impres- 
sion obtains that the difficulty of substantially in- 
creasing cotton production, though formidable, is not 
Europe would prefer to get its cot- 
ton from the United States, but it seems confident 
it can develop another source of supply if American 
production is inadequate. The Southern cotton plant- 
er, obviously, is introduced to a jotential competitor. 

In the circumstances, it is vitally important that 
the South's position be understood. The Southern 
cotton planter has not been trying to levy tribute 
by reducing the supply of a world necessary. What 
he has been anxious to do is to get a fair return on 
the capital and labor invested in producing cotton. 
This business of producing a commodity which the 
world must have ought to be reasonably prafitable. 
It has not been so. To be sure, worlds of money 
have been made in cotton, but the man who produced 
the fibre has not made it. The cotton profits of the 
past, broadly speaking, have been largely absorbed 
by speculators, into whose hands an archaic market- 


a 


ing system played. Cotton manufacturers have fared 
well, too. The*grower alone has had to work for a 
pittance. 

Child labor in the cotton mills is one of the indus- 
trial enormities with which we are all acquainted, 
but there has been little discussion of child labor in 
the cotton fields. It is one of the melancholy facts of 


our cotton production, just the same, and it is a' 


condition the South is determined must end. 

It can be ended, and the growing of cotton placed 
on a sound industrial basis, by intelligent co-opera- 
tion in marketing. A plan of direct marketing from 
grower to spinner is at present being worked out in 
Oklahoma. World conditions as revealed by the 
Zurich conference emphasizes the necessity of a closer 
relationship between cotton grower and manufacturer,

MR. ANTWINE’S OPINION. 


éé T IS very gratifying to know that the 
] Goverament barges upon the Mississippi 
River have begun to show earnings over 

the expenses of operation,’’ Mr. Antwine said. 

“This will serve to safeguard the sérvice 
somewhat from attack in the interval remain- 
ing until the Government gets its equipment and 
really gets down to business. We must realize 
that in the more than a year the barges have 
been operating there has been no better power 
than the common towboats of the Mississippi 
could furnish, and these were not built for any 
such heavy work as is put upon them by a 
freight line between St. Louls and New Orleans. 
They have not the power necessary for that 
work, nor have they the machinery to stand up 
to it. The new towboats, designed for the work, 
have the power and are equipped with triple- 
expansion engines capable of standing up to the 
sort of work they shall have to do. 

“Thank heaven, the trying period of doubt, of 
apathy and inefficient equipment with which to 
prove anything is coming. to a close. From 
this time on we ought to regard the effort to 
revive river traffic with entire confidence in 
the outcome. At any rate, we have no need now 
to justify what is being done to anyone, since 
in a transpdftation crisis such as we are in 
every pound of freight moved on the river is 
that much added to the total volume of freight 
moved in the country. The question is no 
longer what we can do to prove the practicabil- 
ity of the barge service. but rather what we 
would do without it. 

“What we must be careful to do is to display 
a nice kind of patience with all the people who 
have not understood the river problem. Prob- 
ably less than half a dozen men really under- 
Stand it. Congressman Newton told the House 
Committee on Rivers and Harbors last winter 
that he himself was just beginning to under- 
stand it. The average man in the valley doesn't 
know why there are only a few boats left on the 
river. If he knew why it is we would not have 
to argue with him about bringing the river 
business back. The thing not understood is 
that a traffic system exists by-relation with all 
other traffic systems in its part of the world. 
No traffic system can subsist upon itself. As 
rich a railroad as the Pennsylvania would per- 
ish except for its place in the whole system of 
traffic by which it receives from as well as 
gives business to other lines. 

“The steamboats were left to subsist upon 
themselves, and they disappeared. Any traffic 
system would have died under the same treat- 
ment. The railroads cut them off, and they 
perished. The hope of the Government barge 
line is its joint rates with the railroads by which 
the entire territory from Canada to the Gulf and 
from the Alleghenies to the Red River of the 
North is brought together into a shipping com- 
munity enjoying a 20 per cent differential by 
water between St. Louis and New Orleans. The 
consequence of that rate structure is that freight 
is flowing to the river in. such volume that the 
barges cannot handle it all. It will continue to 
increase in volume, and as more -power boats 
and barges are provided with which to handle 
this business we shall see life return to the 
river ports. 

“The great thing was to get started. The Gov- 
ernment has done what pritate capital could 
not do, Decaype, oniy the Government sould 


make, and maintain a rate structure with which 
to defend itself against isolation by railroads.

“This is the greatest thing that has happened 
in all this river country in our time. We ought 
to know about it and rejoice in it, because the 
next census is going to tell a different story in 
the river cities than the last one told. There 
is not a fast-growing place in t United States 
that is not upon one of the great highways cf 
commerce, and there can be no great highway of 
commerce without both river and rail traffic.

FREEDOM OF SPEECH. 


Labor’s Demand. 

The very life and perpetuity of free 
and democratic institutions are de- 
pendent upon freedom of speech, of 
the press and of assemblage and as- 
sociation. We insist that all restric- 
tion of freedom of speech, press, 
public assembly, association and 
travel be completely removed, indi- 
viduals and groups being responsible 
for their utterances and actions. 
These fundamental rights must be 
set out with clearness and must not 
be denied or abridged in any manner.

We resent the unfounded re- 
proaches directed against the Demo- 
cratic administration for alleged in- 
terferences with the freedom of the 
press and freedom of speech. 

No utterance from any quarter has 
been assailed, and no publication has 
Been repressed which has not been 
animated by treasonable purpose and 
directed against the nation’s peace, 
order and security in time of war.

Renewal of future delivery trading 
in wheat attracted the lion’s share 
of attention on change during past 
week. The ease with which ordinary 
busines methods were resumed after 
nearly three years’ interruption due 
40 World-war entanglement was an 
outstanding feature of the event. 
Compared with first prices yester- 
day’s close Was 19¢ lower. During 
the three days’ trading December 
wheat sold as high as $2.75 and as 
low as $2.54. Cash wheat prices 
broke sharply during the last half of 
week. 

Downward swings in the price of 
wheat were associated to a consid- 
erable extent with hedging sales by 
rural owners of the new crop. Heavy 
margins required as a precaution 
against wild dealings counted too ap- 
parently in some degree as a bearish 
influence -by curtailing power to pur-

Old Constitution Better One. 
Compared with our present Con- 
stitution which was adopted in 1875, 
‘the one of 1820 was in many respects 
a much better instrument of gov- 
ernment. For one thing it was 
| much briefer, containing only abqut 
| 10,000 words, while thé one of today 
| contains 30,000 words. Furthermore 
it had fewer detailed provisions and 
it presented on the whole a more 
|fundamental scheme of government 
than our present Constitution. The 
members of the convention of 1875 
‘felt called upon to incorporate in the 
| Constitution which they drafted a 
great many detailed provisions 
which are ordinarily found in the 
rules and regulations of legislative 
bodies and in the statutes. The state 
had just passed through a period of 
unexampled extension of authority 
on the part of all departments of 
|government, both state and local, 
‘and it was felt that this sheuld be! 
checked. Hence the ConstitutfOy 2s 
revised in 1875 was packed full sf 
restrictions and petty regulations) 
that may have been more or less 
salutary in their time but have since 
proved to be real hindrances to t'e 
progress and development of the 
state. The framers of the first Cone- 
stitution of the state confronted no! 
, such conditions as the members of 
the convention of 1875 had to face, 
and hence they produced a docu- | 
‘ment that more nearly approached 
‘the ideal of a Constitution than, 
what we now have. 
Cnder Missouri's first Constitution 
, the legislative power was vested in a 
' General Assembly composed of two, 
houses, a Senate and a House of Rep- 
-resentatives. The Senate consisted 
of not less than 14 and not more 
‘than 33 Senators, each of whom was 
‘elected from a senatorial district for 
,a term of four years. The House of 
| Representatives consisted of repre- 
sentatives chosen for two years from 
‘the counties, each county having at 
least one representative But the 
Whole membership of the House 
could not exceed 100 lnder the 
present Constitution the Senate is 
composed of 34 Senators and the 
House of Representatives of 142 
members. The Constitution of 1820 
disqualified not only certain State 
and national officials from serving 
as members of the General Assem- 
bly, but also clergymen and teachers 
of any religious persuasion, denom- 
ination, society or sect. Our present 
Constitution excludes certain State 
and national officials from the Gen- 


eral Assembly, but it does not ex- . 
clude clergymen and religious teach- 
ers. 


All But Governor Appointed. 

The executive power was vested in 
a Governor, a Lieutenant-Governor, 
an Adjutant-General, a Secretary of 
| State, an Auditor, a Treasurer and 
jan Attorney-General. At present all 
of these officials are elected by the 
people, but under the Constitution of 
1820 only the Governor and the Lieu- 
| tenant-Governor were elected by 
‘popular vote, all the others being ap- 
pointed. The Adjutant-General was 
appointed by the Governor; the Sec- 
retary of State, the Auditor and the 
Attorney-General by the Governor 
' with the consent of th eSenate: and 
the Treasurer by the General Assem- 
bly. From this it will be seen that 
Missouri had the ‘“‘short ballot’ as 
‘far as State officials were concerned 
her first Constitution. All 
_State officials held for four years 
except the Adjutant-General and the 
| Treasurer. The first held for an in- 
' definite term and the second for two 
years. 

The judicial power was vested in 
a Supreme Court, a Chancellor, Cir- 
cuit Courts, ‘justices of the peace and 
such other inferior courts as the 
Legislature might create. The Judges 
of the Supreme Court and the Cir- 
cult Courts were appointed by the 
Governo® with the consent of the 
Senate, and continued to serve dur- 
ing good behavior. Under the pres- 
ent Constitution all judicial officials 
are elected by the people for definite.

“We will 
do our best to carry out the agree- 
ments entered into here,’’ Dr. Walter 
Simons, the German Foreign Minis- 
ter, said. 

Premier Lloyd George was greatly 
impressed by the leaders of the Ger- 
man delegation and indicated that 
he had a high opinion of both Con- 
stantin FFehrenbach, the German 
Chancellor, arid Dr. Simons. 

Lloyd-George said it would have 
been an immense advantage if Amer- 
icans had participated in the confer- 
ence, because, he added, they would 
have brought to it a viewpoint free 
from European rivalries. 
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Results of Conference. 
PARIS, June 17.—Results of the 
allied-German conference’ at Spa 
seem to have failed to satisfy the 
newspapers of Paris, according to 
comments printed here today. 

“The conference,” remarks St. 
Brice in the Journal, ‘wandered from 
the path to quick results, which is 
not the least of the regrets which it 
leaves behind it.”’ 

Pertinax, political editor of the 
Echo de Paris, takes a more hopeful 
view, saying: “Notwithstanding its 
evasion, the conference seems to con- 
tain more possibilities tavorable to 
France than the resulrs we have re- 
corded seem to indicate.” 

The Figaro takes the most sloomy 
view, asserting: ‘The least that can 
be said is that the situation remains 
confused and disquieting. The allies 
exhausted all means, both of concili- 
ation and coercion, to which the Ger- 
mans opposed the force of inertia.”

Accused Communists Would Bar

The milling company alleged that 
Section 1726 B. F., child labor law, | 
was unconstitutional because it does | 
not come within the subjects of the | 
act expressed by the title. The stat- | 
ute in question is titled “Schools— 
Compulsory Attendance of Chil- | 
dren.” 

The provisions of the section spe- | 
cially prohibit the employment of 
any child under 16 years of age | 
around machinery, such as grinding | 
machinery. Although the act pro- | 
hibits the employment of children | 
under 16 for such work, the title 
States that it is an act to “‘regulate”’ 
the employment of children under 16 
years of age. 

Under the Missouri Constitution all | 
acts of Legislature must come with- | 
in the subjects expressed by the ti- | 
tle of the act. The Supreme Court 
held that the law was unconstitu-.| 
tional because “authority to ‘reg- | 
ulate does not authorize’ prohibi- 
tion.”’ 

The judgment of the Lawrence | 
Court in favor of the injured boy | 
was reversed outright, and the Ma- | 
jestic Milling Co. was sustained. The | 
opinion in the case was written by | 
J. T. White, commissioner of the |

So I bought a hive of bees and installed them in the 
back, yard. For days together I delighted to watch 
them leave their little white home, circle high in the 
air and dart off in a straight line to deprive some 
neighbor—a total stranger, maybe—of the honey tha:

The only cloud on the horizon of my happiness was 
the insignificant size of my larcenists. I could have

This sort of talk soon begins to do a lot of mischief. 
The uncrowned agitator gets a hearing. A few mal- 
contents who have been heavily dealt with by the 
reigning queen back the trouble maker up, and go out 
and gain recruits.

But when there are too many rebel queens, swarm aft- 
er swarm becomes disaffected and leaves, till presently 
the original ruler has only a corporal’s guard of loyal 
supporters left her. Then it is that honey making 
ceases to function to any good purpose, and you might 
as well have a swarm of grasshoppers in your employ 
for all the good it does you. 

There were six or eight of these throneless queens in 
my hive, and they got away with seven swarms before 
I found out what to do about it. Where all used to be 
bustle and confusion around the door of the Hive, now 
only a few old family retainers would stagger in every 
10 minutes or so with a load of honey, deposit it in a 
cell and fly wearily out again after more. 

Taking further counsel of my apiarist friend, 1 found 
that the thing to do was to get into the hive and kill off 
the extra queens in their cells, so that these devastating 
hegiras would cease for lack of leadership. 

Getting into the hive with your bare hands and your 
face uncovered can be done by people whom bees like, 
but bees are eccentric about their tastes in personality, 
and one never knows whether his face and manners 
please them.

the bees to drowsiness. This, theoretically;

in the search for queen cells. 

But some of my bees walked in their sleep, and, worse 
than that, walked right underneath the veil and up 
behind my ears, while | was at work uncovering the 
hive.

Furthermore, the roar of the other bees, sleeping 
and waking, was so terrifying as they flew about out- 
side the veil, that | was sure they: were all underneath 
it, and retired hastily to improve my defenses. 

| returned to the attack later on, and this time no 
bees passed through the veil. It was diffieult and 
nervous work, but I managed it. Only one extra queen 
cell was left when I got through. Neither was any 
honey, for, inadvertantly, I lifted out all the honey 
frames, and forgot to put them back when I retired 
from the job. The bees put them back the next day, 
however—that is, they put back all the honey, making 
a loud, angry noise as they did so. 

| slept that night with mud poultices over my ears, 
on portions of my face and on one arm. The old coat 
I wore had been torn, and the bees too full advantage 
of the tear. , | 

For the next week they remained in a state of blind 
fury, stinging everyone who approached within a hun- 
dred yards of the hive. Even the neighbors began to 
complain. They said they could put up with simple 
larceny, but when my bees added assault and battery 
on their children and servants to the burglary of their 
gardens, it was going too far. 

No more swarms went off, however, and I began to 
hope for honey. But one black day a swarm from 
two blocks away arrived in their neighborhood, gave 
battle to my bees, won the day and proceeded to empty 
the hive of everything it contained. 

There was a defense against that, but I never too 
the trouble to find out what it was. I am using th» 
hive now to keep potatoes in. Fattening off the loot o:

r “flighty” from, the fever. When death occurred ‘it 
was from a general toxaemia, which poisoned the “en- 
tire system and eventually paralyzed ‘the heart muscle. 

The epidemic known as the “blaek plague,” which 
for extent of territory, virtlence of type and total 
mortality must ever stand at: the head~of all recorded 
pestilences, was undoubtedly brought to Europe by 
some of the trading caravans from Asia. -In the coun- 
try through which passed the trade route of caravans 
for theepests established by Italian merchants on the 
Crimea, it is known that the plague was raging in 
1346, the year before it appeared in Italy. 

Gabriel de’ Mussi, an eye-witness of the first out- 
break of the plague in Upper Italy, has described the 
way in whieh the infection was conveyed in the ships 
of traders from Caffa, a Genoese settlement in the 


Crimea. The city then called Tana (now Azov) was 
besieged and taken by the Tartars, who expelled the 
Christian merchants, and these took refuge in Caffa, 
which had been built by the Genoese. The Tartars 
followed and laid siege to Caffa, also. Presently the 
plague broke out in the Tartar host, so that thousands 
of the besiegers died every day. 

At first, paralyzed with fear at the prospect that all 
must die of the pest sooner or later, the Tartars then 
turned their vengeance on the besieged and in the hope 
of conveying the infection to their Christian enemies 
they employed their engines of war in throwing bodies 
of the dead over the walls into the beleaguered city. 
The disease spread very rapidly among the defenders. 
Three ships from Caffa carried the plague to Genoa, 
whence the disease spread throughout Italy. 

Almost at the same time that the plague broke out 
in Italy, it obtained a foothold in France. According 
to a contemporary account, it was brought into Mar- 
seilles by one of the three Genoese ships, which had 
been compelled to leave that port when the inhabitants 
found that by their means the dreaded plague had been 
brought to them. 

The disease probably was taken into England in cer- 
tain ships from Calais conveying refugees from the 
plague. Meanwhile the epidemic had spread to Spain, 
Switzerland, Austria and Hungary, down the Rhine

It was no uncommon sight during the height of the 
plague, say the old writers, to sée vessels in the Med- 
iterranean and the North seas just drifting with the 
wind or tide, their crews dead to tae last man from 
plague. 

The great plague of 1665, during which fully 100,000 
persons perished, mostly in London and its environs, 
was the same pestilence as the “black death" of 1348- 
1349, and as that now raging in India and also trying 
to gain a foothold in North America. 

Breaking out three centuries later than the “‘black 
death,” and when reading and writing had grown to 
be much more common accomplishments, the London 


Morror became the subject of many contemporaneous 


books, large and small, for it was an age of pamphlets. 

Easily the most famous of the books about the 
great plague of London is the “Journal of the Plague 
Year,. by Daniel Defoe, the great master of the re- 
alistic style in writing, and whose genius never pro- 
duced a volume of more vividness or more merciless 
detail. The book, next to Robinson Crusoe, is the most 
read of all Defoe’s works, and it presents one terrible. 
picture after another. 

For 200 years the “Journal of the Plague Year” has 
been regarded as one of the masterpieces of English 
fiction and an example of the marvelous illusion of 
fact which Defoe,. the realist, could create at will. 
Defoe was 6 years old at the time of the plague, and 
in later years doubtless talked with many older per- 
sons. who had survived the scourge. Nevertheless, the 
work always has been classified as fiction. 

Now comes an interesting volume’*by Dr. Watson 
Nicholson, upon the historical sources of Defoe's 
“Journal,” and after a painstaking investigation de- 
clares that the book “is a faithful record of historical 
facts; that it was so intended by the author and is as 
nearly correct as it was humanly possible to make it 
from the sources and time at his command... Such er- 
rors—few in number and slight in importance—as 
crept in arose from faulty and confused sources, or 
from haste, and are in no wise attributable to bias 
on ‘the one hand, or to imagination or style on the 
other. An analysis of the sources and facts available 
to Defoe, and a comparison of these to unpublished

He excels in such picturesque details as the frantic 
efforts of towns and villages near London to avoid in- 
fection from the metropolis, while terrified Londoners, 
seeking only their own safety, did not hesitate to bribe 
watchmen, escape from shut-up houses, forge the pa- 
pers necessary for them to leave the city and reach un- 
infected neighborhoods. It was this heartless disre- 
gard of local and even royal orders which caused the 
plague cases to be reported from nearly every part of 
England, although most of the deaths were in London 
and vicinity. 


The frenzy of the shut-up victims of the plague, 
when their fever was at its height, causing them to 
do violence to themselves or others, or to perform 
strange feats; the wicked nurses, many of whom, it 
was said, often hastened the deaths of their patients 
by poisoning or smothering, so that they could rob the 
dead; the revolting deeds charged to the ruffians 
who carried the bodies to the large pits and buried 
them, sometimes after completely stripping the bodies: 
the desolate aspect of the London streets, with grass 
coming up between the cobble stones, and deserted, ex- 
cept for funeral parties, and the groups of famished 
beggars; the terror which finally took possession of 
everybody; the constant tolling of the bells—these 
aspects of the plague give to the ‘ ‘Journal” a fearful 
interest. 

The passion for-astrotogy, as mentioned in Defoe's 
pages, also has been more than verified from other 
sources. For example, John Gadbury, who pu lished 
several pamphlets during the plague and immediately 
thereafter, and who was himself an astrologer, gave a 
list in his “Coelestis Legatus” of 42 astrologers “who 
either are (or were lately) living.” He says the list 
includes the names of “many reverend divines and 
learned physicians,’ but that it does not include the 
“psuedo-astronomers, or knapsack astrologers, fcr not 
only this age but this great city swarm with suck 
cattel)l.”’ 

Aside from the interest of the human drama, De- 
foe's book is well worth reading for the graphic way in 
which it brings home to one the tremendous progress 
of medical science in the last two centuries. He saw 
the greatest city in the world laid prostrate by 4 dis- 
ease which now is brought under stfiet control as soon | 
as it appears in civilized countries. | There never will 
be another book like it written, for there never will be 
such another visitation of the plague.

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OR the first time in many years, the swift 
and terrible disease known as the bubonic 
plague has made a scattered appearance 
upon the coast of the United States. In 
other years there have been isolated, and 
often doubtful, cases reported at such 
places as San Francisco or New Orleans— 
in the latter port in 1912 threatening to become a seri- 
ous situation. 

This year, cases of bubonic plague have been found 
in half a dozen gulf ports of the United States and 
Mexico ralveston reported two cases, one resulting 
in death. Two cases of supposed plague were reported 
at Beaumont, Tex., one resulting in death. Several 
more cases, including two deaths, were reported from 
Pensacola, Fla. New Orleans, following upon two 
plague deaths and several more cases last November, 
has been using stern repressive measures. 


On June 1 Cuba declared a quarantine against New ._ 


Orleans and Mexico. Boats arriving from Mexico were 
fumigated and their passengers sent to quarantine. 

At Vera Cruz, whence the infection seems to have 
been brought into the United States, the first 24 cases 
resulted in 23 deaths. More cases, and at least one 
death, have been reported from Tampico. Mexican 
authorities destroyed five miles of railroad track on 
the lines leading out of Vera Cruz, so as to prevent 
traffic between the plague-stricken city and the interior 
of Mexico. . 

The bubonic plague is the same disease as the “black 
death’ and the “great plague” which in other ages 
has swept across Europe more than once and whose 
victims in a single year have run into many millions 
of men, women and children. 

Only a century or two ago the news that bubonic 
plague had been found in several American ports would 
have caused a panic. Remembering the aays of the 
great pestilence in 1348-1349, when it is estimated that 
one-half of the population of Europe died from that 
disease, and the horrors of the plague in 1664-1666 as 
immortalized by Daniel Defoe, the whole country might 
well have been pervaded by terror. A 

But modern medical science, while it cannot exter- 
minate a disease the supply of which is now and then 
renewed from the romantic and filthy Orient, at least 
can put it, when once found, under rigid control. Rigor- 
ous measures by the United States Public Health Serv- 
ice, aided by state and local authorities, will prevent 
this ancient disease from spreading to the interior 
of the country. And they will stamp it out effectively 
in the seaports where it has been found to exist. 

The United States Government learns quite calmly 
that bubonic plague bas been found in some of its 
seaports—the bubonic plague which some centuries ago 
is believed within the space of about a year to have 
caused the deaths of 25,000,000 persons in Europe. In- 
stead of becoming excited over the matter, the authori- 
ties coolly and confidently inaugurate the work of 
catching rats. 

For the common rat and flea have been proven guilty 
of serving as carriers for the terrible germ, the bacillus 
pestis bubonica, which causes the bubonic plague 
Eventually the individual rats and fleas which have 
spread this havoc among humankind die from the same 
disease. But every rat is an actual or possible carrier 
of plague germs, and the Public Health Service would 
be only too delighted if it could, at one stroke, destroy 
every rodent in the United States. 

The bubonic plague, always originating in the Ori- 
ent, and generally in China, has been carried to other 
countries unvaryingly by infected rats aboard ships 
sailing from ports where the pestilence was raging. 
Rats generally are hosts for fleas, and in the case of 
am infected rat the fleas also soon acquire the dis- 
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Federal Government and authorities of 
seaports are in the midst of rat-

ease. When the rat dies the flea looks for a new 
host, p®ferably another rat. But if there is none 
available, the flea will choose the first human being 
who comes near. 

This person quickly is infected with the disease from 
which the flea is suffering, and unless proper precau- 
tions are taken he quickly spreads the plague among 
the people around him. Besides rats, squirrels in a 
seaport have been known to get the plague germs and 
render their extermination necessary. 


There never was a case of bubonic plague in St.. 


Louis. 

This fact is vouched for by officials of the Health 
Department of the city, who state further that the 
plague is a seaport menace, as far as it is a menace at 
all, and that it will be handled at the ports.- 

Dr. M. C. Woodruff, chief diagnostician, Health De- 
partment, told of the work done at New Orleans in 1912, 
at which time Dr. Woodruff went there to study the 
disease, its prevention and treatment, in view .of the 
possibility that it might spread to St. Louis. 

The work of prevention was very thorough and very 
effective, as Federal and local officials carried it out 
at New Orleans. In steel traps between 10,000 and 14,- 
000 rats were caught nightly and each one was ex- 
amined for traces of the infection. The rats, as they 
were removed from the traps with steel tongs, were 
dipped in coal oil (to prevent escape of the fleas) and 
a metal band was attached to a leg of each one, show- 
ing the address at which it was caught. 


Piled into large steel cans, the rats were taken to a 
laboratory, where about a dozen Government ex: 
perts waited for them each morning, and who worked 
with such expedition that by 2 o'clock in the afternoon 
the entire “catch” had been slit open on the under side 
and examined for the signs of bubonic plague infection. 


Serum in the pleural cavity, turgidity of the super- 
ficial veins, small, white (‘‘millery’) growths upon the 
kidneys and liver, are the signs which cause a rat to 
be marked “suspected.” This means a fufther investi- 
gation, being a glandular examination under the micro- 
scope. The finding of anything which looks suspi- 
cious is followed by a practical demonstration as fol- 
lows: A healthy guinea pig is infected with bloed from 
the rat. If, at the end of three or four days, the pig 
is alive, the accusation against the rat remains un- 
proven. But if the pig dies, then the most painstaking 
attention is devoted to the premises where the rat was 
caught, as shown by the metal band on his leg. 


Not only do the Public Health Service agents there- 
upon catch all the remaining rats upon the premises 
indicated, but each of these animals is most carefully 
examined. If any more infected rats are found, then 
the people living on the premises are put under a close 
surveillance and may even be quarantined if the au- 
thorities think best, until there has been time for the 
disease to manifest itself. 

The authorities may pull down as much of a build- 
ing as may be necessary in the work of ‘“rat-proofing’ 
it, all of which is at the expense of the owner, or they 
may order it torn down entirely. Announcement came 
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from Vera Cruz that one-third of the houses there 
would be burned, as a precautionary measure. These 
were most#y adjoining the docks. 

Another measure which is taken in ports menaced by 
an epidemic of bubonic plague, is the thorough disin- 
fection of the incoming vessels. Before being per- 
mitted to unload, the holds of the vessels are pumped 
full of carbon dioxide gas, which may be counted on to 
kill every living creature, including the rats and fleas. 
The crew, meanwhile, have been taken to quarantine 
or carefully examined. 

Deratization, isolation, disinfection, these are the 
accepted prophylactic measures in combating the bu- 
bonic plague. 

There have been press reports as to the presence of 
the bubonic plague also in Paraguay and Brazil, upon 
this side of the world, and in Italy, Turkey, Russia 
and India on the other side. The situation in India 
has been more than serious. 

From January to August of 1903, the estimated num- 
ber of deaths in India from the plague was 600,000, and 
the following year the total rose to the appalling figure 
of 938,000. Even this was exceeded in 1905, and it is 
stated upon good authority that from 1897 to 1904 
the plague claimed 3,250,000 victims. 

The British have made tremendous efforts to stamp 
out the pestilence, but despite the resources of modern 
science they have met with only a moderate success, due 
mainly to the religious prejudices and peculiar ideas 
of the native population. The campaign against rats 
was in conflict with certain religious scruples of the 
people, while they objected also to giving up their un- 
sanitary homes. 

One curious fact encountered by the exasperated 
British officials was that the natives long had recog- 
nized a sort of connection between the rats and the oc- 
casional outbreaks of the plague, although they con- 
tinued to look upon the rat as somewhat of a domestic 
animal. 

“When the rats begin to fall it is time for the people 
to leave the houses,” has been a saying among the 
natives for many, many years, and showed a popular 
belief that an outbreak of plague was preceded by high- 
er mortality among the rats. Proof that rats die from 
the plague, and by means of the flea are transmitters 
of the pestilence to human beings, shows how correct- 
ly the common saying expressed a scientific truth. 

From Oct. 19, 1919, to Dec. 27, 1919, there were 31,542 
cases of bubonic plague reported in India, of which 
23,443 resulted in death. From Dec. 28, 1919, to March 
20, 1920, there were 76,475 cases in India, of which 70,- 
320 resulted in death. This high death rate has been 
the subject of anxious consultation. 

These cases have been nearly all of the pneumonic 
type of plague, in which the patients turn black from 
insufficient aeration of the blood and in reality die 
from suffocation. Cases in America have generally 
been of the bubonic type, so called from the “buboes,”’ 
or hard swellings, which appear on the body of a 
patient. The lungs are not affected, only the glandular 
system of the body. 

The characteristic lumps appear in the region of the 
lymphatic glands nearest to the point at which the 
infection entered the body. Thus, a bite on the ankle 
from an infected flea would cause lumps to form on 
the groin. Bitten on the forearm, the gland at the 
elbow would be affected. Bitten above the elbow, “bu- 
boes’’ will form under the shoulder, while bites on the 
head cause ‘“‘buboes” on the neck. The mortaity in 
this type never has been more than 25 or 30 per cent, 
according to the local Health "Department. 

These “buboes”’ are about the size of a hen's egg, 
quite hard and irregular as to disposition to form pus.

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Heinie Groh, snappy third baseman of 
the World Champion Cincinnati 
Reds, talks entertainingly of “brains 
in baseball,” while his teammate, 
Walter Reuther, famous lefthanded 
pitcher, thanks strict discipline of 
the army for his rise to fame. 


ASEBALL fans and many others will find muh 
to interest them in the following talks with 
two star members of the World Champion Reds 
—Heinie Groh, the peppery third baseman, ana 
Walter Reuther, lefi-handed pitcher, who sprang into 
fame at the last world series. Both discourse enter- 
tainingly on the secrets of their success 
LITTLE fellow, a cocky, scrappy, perky, nifty 
little Dutchman. A bantam for all the 
worth of the word. That's Heinie Groh, 
third baseman and pepper box of the 
World Champion Cincinnati Reds. 

Groh at bat. A picture to paint. He 
‘stands on his toes, grips the bat at about 
the middle and holds it vertically above his head. You 
might fancy he was going to bat powder puffs. As 
the ball comes he steps forward and meets it with an 
easy, lazy swing and the ball usually travels far and 
often where they are not. You think of Babe Ruth and 
herculean swings with his big bat, and you remember 
that Groh’s batting average is quite as high as the 
Babe's. 

“The Babe hits them harder than any other man in 
baseball,”’ quoth Heinie Groh. “I hit them easier.” 

“If the ball meets the bat at exactly the right place,” 
he continued, “it will travel surprisingly far, no mat- 
ter how easy the swing is. I have hit home runs with 
swings that might scarcely have raised a knot on a 
man’s head.’’ 

Here was what is called scientific batting. Here was 
an inspiring instance of that ancient beatitude: Brain 
vs. brawn. Groh is renowned as a “heady” player. 
As‘ed for more on the subject of nimble-witted base- 
ball, he replied by enlarging upon the art of “pulling a 
bone.” 

“Throwing a batted ball to second base-for a double 
play, when there is nobody on first—that is a true 
‘bone.’ The play has been made, though it is diffi- 
cult to see how you can put two men out when there 
is but one in the play. But most ‘bones’ are simple’ 
errors of judgment, which the keenest is apt to make, 
and often they are simply the fall of the dice. 

“It is a tight game. The pitchers are going well. 
The score is small. Two men are out. A man is on 
first. A right-handed batter is up. He is apt to hit 
it to extreme left field. I will play nearer the third- 
base line than I usually do. | want to kill the hits 
down the third-base line, which are two-base hits, and 
which would bring the man on first base home. I! take 
a chance on the balls that will be hit between myself 
and shortstop, because they will roll out to the left 
fielder, and wilt be singles, on which the runner on 
first cannot score. If I kill a hit down the third-base 
line, the crowd thinks [I’m great. If the batter singles 
between third and short, they howl! that I pulled a 
bone and left a big hole for the ball to go through.” 

The little third baseman said these things with an 
air of deprecation. He emphasized the fact that a 

baseball player has no time in which to make calcu- 
lations. Baseball! is different from chess. He said that 
plays are made by flashes of instinct. 

“Some time ago | played second base for the Reds,” 
he cited an instance. “We were playing a hot game 
with New York. We were two runs ahead, but it was 
in the last half of the ninth and the Giants had three 
men on bases and none out. Naturally, we all had ou 
minds fixed on the play at the plate—how to keep that 
man on third from scoring. The batter hit,a ball to 
me. Quite instinctively | forgot all about the play at 
the plate, touched second and threw to first for a 
double out. The man on third scored. 

“My play was the soundest strategy. If 1 had caught 
the man at the plate, there would have remained three 
men on bases and one out, with still the greatest pos- 
sibility of a hit sending two or three runs in. As it 
was there were two out, and there was a man on 
third. We had the exceedingly advantageous situation 
of two out, where a hit is needed for a score, and the 
hit would have had to be a home run to do more than 
tie the score. That play of mine practically won the 
game.” 

As a final demonstration of instinct, mysterious, 
subtle instinct, in baseball, Heinie told of his attitude 
toward bunting. One of the great and difficult arts of 
a third baseman is the fielding of bunts, those miser- 
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“They treated us as baseball players and soldiers, and that is as strict treatment as anyone 


. could 


able little rollers that go half way down the third- 
base line. The batter can often fool the enemy by sud- 
denly and unexpectedly bunting. Groh says that he 
can almost always tell whether a. man is going to bunt 
or not. The batter can scarcely ever deceive the speedy 
little third baseman. 

“I can smell a bunt,” said Groh. “And I’m coming 
in for the ball before it has started to roll. It’s all in 
stinct.”’ 

The hero of last season’s world series, young Walter 
Reuther of the swift left-handed curve, is a lean, 
strongly-knit fellow, with a brown face, well-cut fea- 
tures, prominent blue-gray eyes and a quiet, thought- 
ful and even lightly brooding manner.

A lively batting game was 
being fought out between the Cincinnati Reds and the 
Giants.

“There's a game fellow,” Reuther said. 

It was gameness that the pitcher was asked to talk 
about. In last season’s world series the Reds were 
rated certain losers, especially of the first game, which 
the great and supposedly invincible Cicotte of the 
White Sox was to pitch. This young Reuther. playing 


‘his first successful season, went into the box for the 


Reds and coolly proceeded to win his game against the 
great Chicago sluggers, Joe Jackson,. Happy Felsch, 
Eddie Collins and the others. 

“When | walked out to begin that first world series 
game last year,’ Reuther said, “I knew only one thing 
in advance. I knew that my. first pitch would be 
wide. — 

“| did not dare to let Gandil have a swing at that 
first ball,”’ he explained. “He might, by the odd chance, 
*thave hit a double or a triple and that might bave put 
our team clean up in the air for the rest of the game. 
In these important, nerve-racking games, a hit on the 
first ball pitched is apt to demoralize the defense.” 

- “It might have got you pretty nervous,’ the writer 
suggested. 

“Not me,’ he said, in some surprise. 

“You mean that it does not affect your nerve when 
they begin knocking you about?’ 

“A few hits never bother me,” he returned with quiet 
earnestness. ‘I’ve been knocked out of the box too 
often. I’m used to being hit all over the lot. You 
see, | have been pitching professionally for eight years, 
counting this season.

“Then | went into the army. Ball-club discipline is 
supposed to be pretty strict and effective.

HE weakness of wood is in its grain—the fact that it is 
made up of a bundle of fibers. Each of these by itself will 
Stand a*considerable pull, but each fiber in the bundle 
is held loosely to its neighbors on all sides. To make 
a wood that is capable of standing strain in all direc- 
tions, it is necessary to combine several layers, cut at vari- 
ous angles to-the grain. 
Thus is made plywood, said to be literally “stronger than steel.”’ 
It revolut‘oni-ed airplane construction, and it will enter conspicuously 
into post-war industry. It is even possible that as a wall covering the 
thinner varieties will compete with wallpaper, and they possess all the 
beauty and durability of heavy wood paneling, for their composite na- ™ 
ture prevents them from warping. Thin plywood has been found. in 
toughness and flexibility, to compete favorably with textile fabrics in 
the manufacture of airplane wings. 

If anyone should say offhand that, weight for weight, wood was 
stronger than steel, he would be laughed at. However, the Forest 
Prodacts Laboratory ofthe Department of Agriculture, which is re- 
spousible for our knowledge of plywood and the various uses to which 
it may be put, has devised a testing machine which proves this very 
thing; orly, of course, the strength of the wood is estimated by the 
pull it will stand running with, and not against, the grain. For ex- 
ample, a teothpick of pine wood, placed in this machine and weights ap- 


plied, with the idea of pulling the toothpick apart in the middle, will 
usually stand a pressure of from 75 to 100 pounds before it gives way. 
As against this, a three-inch length of steel wire, of the same weight as the 
toothpick, generally gives way when the tension reaches about 30 pounds. Vari- 
ous tests with this machine have shown that all of the denser woods can beat 
steel by from 300 to 600 per cent. When tested across the grain, however,-the 
best of wood shows only from one-fourth to one-half of the strength of steel. 
That's why plywood was invented. 

The panels used in the manufacture of plywood vary in thickness according 
to the article to be made of it. In the case of material for airplane wings, for 
example, they are only .01 inch in thickness. 

Gluing thin veneer into a very thin panel of plywood has always been an 
extremely difficult matter for the manufacturer. The principal cause of trouble 
has been the excessive swelling and shrinking of the thin plies, due to their 
absorption of water from the wet glue, which causes overlaps and a considerable 
amount of wrinkling. A second source of trouble is in the handling of the very 
thin material when it has been coated with a wet glue, since tt is very fragile and 
easily ruined when handled wet. 

To overcome these difficulties the Forest Products Laboratory has evolved 
a process which consists of making a sheet of glue by coating thin sheets of 
tissue paper with! blood glue, allowing it to dry, and using the coated paper 
as the glue layer for plywood. The process of making the panel then consists 
merely in laying alternately as many sheets of thin veneer and sheets of this 
glue tissue as many be required to build up the panel desired. These sheets are then 
pressed in a steam-heated press. The result is an extremely thin panel in which the 
moisture content has been changed not more than one or two per cent. This 
simple method eliminates the troubles resulting from the use of a wet glue, 
and makes the handling of the thin material an easy matter. 

a The extremely thin plywood secured in this manner and tested on airplane 
Wings built especially for the purpose proved surprisingly strong. It was found 
that it gave between six and eight per cent added lifting power over the linen 
ordinarily used, by reason of the fact that the ‘flap’ of the cloth is entirely 
eliminated. Weight for weight, its strength proved to be approximately the same.

When plywood was first thought of 
in connection with airplanes, an appar- 
ently insurmountable difficulty present- 
ed itself. A machine that had to be out 
in all kinds of weather and spend much 
of its time in a dense fog and in thick 
clouds—often approaching 100 per cent 
humidity for long periods—must not be 
held together in any way by glue that 
water would dissolve. To overcome this 
diffculty two new glues were evolved by 
the laboratory experts; one made from 
the blood of animals and one derived 
from casein—obtained from milk. Pan- 
els were glued together with these and 
tested in boiling water for eight hours. 
At the expiration of this time none of 
the pieces showed any separation of the 
plies. Soaking in cold water for 10 
days gave the same result. 

Finally, tests with a shearing ma- 
chine, which applied force in such a 
manner as to push one ply from another, 
were made, and it was demonstrated 
that a pressure of from 250 to 700 pounds 
to the square inch of glue surface was 
required to separate the layers, so strong 
were the new glues. As a matter of fact, it was, in most cases, not the sine, | but 
the wood fibers themselves, that gave way. 

In considering the application of this new waterproof glue and plywood to 
industry in our reconstruction period, it becomes evident that an entirely new 
field has opened for progressive manufacturers of wood articles. Who, till 
now, has put on the market a standard door that will not warp? Plywood pan- 
els cannot warp after they are finished, for one ply holds the next rigidly. What 
manufacturer has got out a table or chair with glued joints that will not fall 
to pieces in a damp atmosphere? Furniture made with casein glue will hold 
together far better. 

For smaller wooden articles, built-up wood has immediate application not 
only in replacing solid material, but in extending the utilization of small sizes 
and low grades. Some of the articles already manufactured of plywood at the 
Forest Products Laboratory, with most excellent results in every case, are wagon 
tongues, whee! hubs, plow beams, sled runners, gunstocks, baseball bats, bow!l- 
ing pins, shoe lasts, hat blocks and ladder rails. Even built-up railroad ties and 
telephone poles are by no means beyond the realms of possibility. 

One cannot fail to be impressed by the possibilities of plywood as a factor 
of utilization. Not only would it make possible the saving of a large percent- 
age of present woods and mill waste, but it might revolutionize present milling 
and grading practices. Select and clear material, the value of which is now lost 
in undersizes or discounted by low-grade classification, could be utilized and 
valued as are now the more valuable hardwoods. From the standpoint of satis- 
factory service, there seem to be no limits to the possible substitution of plywood 
for most forms of solid wood.
